To Close Stores Earlier 

A meeting of the Board of Health 
was held on Tuesday morning when 
it was decided that application would 
be made to the provincial health de- 
partment to pass an order for the 
closing of the stores save for the 
hours between 10 a.m, and 6:30 p.m.,, 
this to Inst during the time that the 
mask order is in force. The Board of 
Health found that they had no power 
as a board to order the closing of the) 
stores, but that it could be carried 
out through the provincial depart- 
ment. The recommendation is large- 
ly on account of the fact that those 
employed in stores are complaining 
that the wearing of the mask indoors 
for the present number of hours is 
giving them severe headaches and 
utherwise making them feel ill. 

Relief Committees’ Work 

The district relief committees are 
now getting into their stride and do- 
ing some really splendid work, save in 
two instances where those responsible 
for the organization have fallen down 
badly on the job. 

In respect to this matter of medical 
and other relief, there is one point 
that the officials wish to be particu- 
larly emphasized. 

When people anticipate that they 
will require assistance—medical, nurs- 
ing or otherwise—-they are asked to 
try and let the dimrict committees 
know as early in the day as possible. 
If this is done it will enable the medi- 
cal men and helpers to attend to more 
cases, and will also aid the quicker 
distribution of relief. For instance, 
con, paratively few calls were received 
during the early par of the day, yet 


towards the late night they became 
numerous, and the helpers had ail 
their work to deal with them. Every- 


one is asked to remember this—that 
if they believe they will require help, 
Jon’t leave it to the last before cal- 
ing for assistance 

“We are throwing the work on to 
the district commitees,” said the 
mayor, on Tuesday morning, “and in 
the majority of cases they have re- 
sponded nobly.

Let the boys know that you think of them a lot and 
that you think a lot of them. Let your Christmasmessage be in deeds as well as words. Write your 
Christmas letter, and in it tell them there is a parcel coming, and let it be a good one, 

Then, there are the boys of our army who have no homes in Canada, perhaps haye no loving 
friends anywhere—the boys who are fighting for us just as valiantly as those who have their own 
homes, their wives, sisters, mothers and sweethearts to defend. Don’t let their Christmas be lonely 
because they have no mother or sisters or wives. Let them know we appreciate their sacrifices and 
heroism even if we do not know their names. Make up a box for the lonely, homeless boy and address 
it so that the authorities will see that it goes to some soldier hoy who gets no other Christmas parce! 

Send your parcels in good time. They must leave Edmonton by November Ist to get there 
before Christmas. Don’t delay. Don’t run the risk of having your boy think he is forgotten at 
home, because Christmas morning in the dugout or trench, in the hospital or at the base, finds no 
Christmas parcel from home for him, Save him these feelings by making sure your parcel leaves 
early—better too early than too late.
